A large part of our revenue for local 


government and for schools has been 
derived in the past from a tax against 
transportation, which meant the rail- 
roads. But in this generation traffic 
on the railroads has gone down and 
traffic on the highways has come up. 
Now the railroads arc, perhaps justi- 
fiably, demanding a reduction in taxes 
—and there is no indication, and little 
likelihood, that this lost transporta- 
tion tax of the railroads will be trans- 
ferred to the trucking industry. High- 
way transportation pays taxes, it is 
true, but they are road taxes—they 
do not pay for local government and 
schools, as the railroads once paid. 


It being the business of a-newspaper 


to read about these things well in ad- 
vance of their actual occurrence, The 
Star long ago advocated adoption of 
the state's 2% sales tux, at a tima when 
most newspapers and all the politicians 
were fighting it. And wo pointed out 
then that the new tax instead of pro- 
ducing an increase in school revenue 
would merely balance the prospective 
loss of revenue from other sources. 
We cited the railroads as a specific 
case—and now this is coming to pass. 


Today we need to observe a further 


caution, That the potential revenue 
from the state sales tax has probably 
reached its peak, and there can bo 
no further relief for schools in that 
direction.

What Defense 
Means Now 


Important Dif- 
ference Between 
1917 and Today

WASHINGTON — President Roose- 


velt cuts his cloth from a world war 
pattern when he names a new high 
command, with a single director to step 
up defense production. He also runs 
into new, confusing problems of mili- 
tary tailoring. 


In the minds of many observers, big 


Bill Knudson steps into shoes similar 
to—but not exactly the same as— 
those worn by Barney Baruch in 
World war I. Baruch was the chair- 
man of the War Industries Board nam- 
ed by President Wilson. Knudscn is 
director of the new office of Defense 
Production. 


But there arc important differences 


between 1917 and now. 


In the first place, the 1917 govern- 


ment declared war on Germany, and 
passed laws giving the President in- 
direct, but nonetheless czar-like po- 
wers over the nation. War, therefore, 
had a legal status, and the public was 
aware of it. 


Today wcare not at war. Most ob- 


servers agree, therefore, that the pub- 
lic in not imbued with a "wartime" 
spirit. Rather tre the time consider- 
ed "peacetime" however much the caa-

Long Statue 
to Be Unveiled 


Each Stare 
Allowed One Statue 
Statuary Hall

WASHINGTON—Sometime after the 


new congress convenes, a six-foot-five, 
900-pound bronze statue of the late 
Huey Long will be unveiled in the 
national Capitol's statuary hall, but 
it may be that just half of Louisiana's 
delegation to congress will have any- 
thing to do with this recognition and 
high honor accorded the state's one- 
time "kingfish." 


By federal statute, each state is al- 


lowed to place one statue in statuary 
hall—once the old chamber of the 
House of Representatives—and a sec- 
ond in the Capitol corridors. 
After 


Hucys death and during the regime 
of his brother as governor, the legis- 
lature set aside $15,000 for the bronze 
figure and Sculptor Charles Keck, of 
Now York was commissioned to turn 
it out. 


Since Louisiana has no other statue 


in the Capitol, Huey's gets the honor- 
ed spot in the hall. A few weeks ago 
it arrived and, draped in an American 
flag, 
was placed on its four-foot 


pedestal between representations of 
William Jennings Bryan of Nebraska 
and the senior Bob LaFollette of Wis- 
consin. 


Delegation Split 


It will be unveiled, so members of 


the old Long groups still in congress 
say, soon after the first of the year.

From the standpoint of the investor, 


the year ended and the year ahead are 
somewhat irregular. It has been a pro- 
fitable year for many 
corporations 


and it has been an unprofitable year 
for others. 


These two groups would cover those 


corporations affected by the war bus- 
iness and those not affected, save 
indirectly. 


Some 284 corporations getting war 


business have enjoyed a profits re- 
cord far above last year. This is after 
taxes are deducted. For instance, they 
show a gain of 49 per cent in the 
third quarter over the same period 
last year. They show a gain of 79 per 
cent over last year, in "the nine months 
up to Sept. 30. 


Sonic Show Actual Loss 


On the other hand in the second 


group—some 256 corporations—while a 
few show large profits, like the pe- 
troleum industry, a number, like bak- 
ing, food products, beverages, drugs, 
wholesale and retail tarde show act- 
ual losses both for -the third quarter 
and the year as a whole up to Oct.

HELSINKI—Finland's Mannorhoim 


of Music, 75-year-old Jean Sibelius 
shook hands with the vigor of a far

Roosevelt," he said, his stocky, live- 
ly body swinging as if in rhythm to 
his words. 


Yes, he was composing regularly and 


the war of last winter had not in- 
terfered with his schedule. 


"We can take it." 
No, ho did not think the world 


would bo changed essentially for bet- 
ter or for worse by the great war. 
"At my age, a person should have got 
to know mankind pretty thoroughly 
And I don't think this war will re- 
volutionize the fundamental nature of 
man any more than earlier wars." 


Yes, he was in good health. His big, 


round bald head shone above the dark 
double-breasted suit that clothed his 
sturdy frame—which with the short 
neck gives an appearance not unlike 
that of a wrestler. 


Throughout my visit he talked with 


animation on a score of subjects, puf- 
fing from time to time on the big 
cigar. This was the fiery Finn, shar- 
ing with the Finnish army chief, Baron 
Mannerheim, tho. title of "uncrowned 
king of Finland." 


Never Quite Satisfied

WASHINGTON - The Department 


Of Commerce is slap-happy over plas- 
ties. In the vast vaulted foyer of the 
departments' building (sometimes re- 
ferred to locally as "Hoover's Folly" 
because nobody up to that tune had 
ever thought of Commerce as im- 
portant enough to be housed in such 
an edifice) there now is on display 
as big an exhibition of plastics as 
Washington ever has seen. 


There is everything from false teeth 


to brassieres; from milady's 
dainty 


pumps to football helmets that would 
stop the jar of a Kimbrough; from 
fragile-looking bits of costume jewelry 
to airplane windshields that toss mac- 
hine-gun bullets aside like pellets 
from a bean-shooter. 


What Plastics Are 


The day I was over there, there was 


a feUow standing around. I asked him: 


Whaddyumean plastics?" And his 


answer was: "Generally speaking, plas- 
tics are substances capable of being 
molded or otherwise fabricated (with 
coloring matter or a filler) into a de- 
sired solid form; this condition being 
obtained by a physical or chemical! 
interaction between the molecules of 
a wide range of materials." . 


Well, no doubt he knew what he 


was talking about, but that seems to 
me to be putting it the hard way. 
i1??^'8*6 like radio—you can't ex- 
plaiB.them, but there they are. You 
teke a little coal tar or hammered soy- 
beans, mix them with a little air or 
water, run them through a press and 
you get everything from synthetic silk 
to gear-shift knobs. 
-The.Chinese started making papier- 
mache about as far back as firecrack- 
ers, but since papier-mache wasn't an 
instrument of slaughter, it took civil- 
ization about ten centuries longer to 
figure out that it was a plastic and 
plastics were prety hot stuff. 


Now after some 25 years of com- 


mercial development and about ten 
years of concentrated attention from 
both the men in the laboratories and 
those in the market places, plastics 
are coming ino their own. When you 
comb your hair and brush your teeth 
and switch off your lights at night, the 
chances are ten to one you are using 


i-When you shove the family jalopy 
into gear, you are using plastics. They 
are in your kitchen, they are on your 
clothes, and the Department of Com- 
merce is doing its best to make you 
conscious of the fact. It even issues 
such figures as this: Ten years ago 
the output of ynthetic resins amount- 
ed to approximately 31,000,000 pounds 
—ten years later, to 213,000,000 pounds

A NEW method of testing para- 
r* chutes by using slow-motion 
movies to record the way they 
open out in use is now being em- 
ployed with great success by the 
Pioneer Parachute Company, of 
Manchester, 
Connecticut. 
New 


ways of packing 'chutes and cer- 
tain structural improvements have 
already been developed as a result 
of the testing system. 


The motion pictures are made 


from the rigging of a testing tower 
which has been built on a hillside 
a few miles from the parachute 
plant. From this tower, which is 
fifty feet high, a dummy equipped 
with a parachute pack is whirled 
around at speeds of from 70 to 300 
miles an hour. Power for this is 
supplied by a 320 horsepower die- 
sel engine. . 


When the whirling dummy at- 


tains the proper speed the parar 
shute is automatically released.

By means of the new pack- 
ing, it is virtually impossible for 
the skirt of the canopy to be tilt- 
ed up m opening.
